Another new bridge is to be built across the 
Nile, the Government having decided on the 
construction of a magnificent structure to 
unite Boalac and Ghesireb. The work will be 
taken in hand shortly. 

The new bridge will be twenty metres in 
width and will form a most convenient connect- 
ing link between the centre of Cairo and the 
fashionable new suburb of Ghezireh. by the 
Boulsc avenue. The Ghezireh quarter will thus 
soon form an integral portion of the Capital, 
especially as a doub'e line of tramway is to be 
laid acrogs the river. The Ghezireh end of the 
bridge will be about two metres to the north of 
the Ghezireh Palace Hotel. and will divide 
the estaté.of the Egyptian Hotels Company in 
two parts, 

Isis obvious that with the universal tend- 
ency of all great cities—Alexandria being’ one 
‘ot the very few exceptions to the general rale— 
to.extend, so far as concerns their fashionable

TRUE VERSION OF INCIDENT. 


As certain exaggerated statements have been 
published with regard to a distortance st Sa- 
manoud, Gharbieh province, we are glad to be 
able to give the true account of the occurrer ces 
there, which we have from offizial sources. 

It appears that on the morning of the 37th 
November, a telegram from a number of Copte 
and Europeans reached the mondirieh head- 
quarters,stating that a number of Moslems bad 
insalted the Christian religion by holding a 
mock funeral, imitating the officiating priest 
and cross-bearer. 

Ono enqviries being made it proved thst 
seven men ot the lowest class had insulted both 
Christian and Moslem religions. On the morn- 
ingof the 27th they entered the El Adawi 
morque, interropted prayers, and created a 
great disturbance. After leaving the morqae 
they indulged in a travesty of a Christian 
faneral, end having insulted both religions, 
found themeelves pursued by the police. 

Five have been arrested and have con/exsed 
their guilt. The remaining members of the 
gang are the objact of a carefal search.

IRRIGATION ENGINEERING, 


By Sir Haymcer Brow, K.C.M.G,, late Inspoctor-General of 

Irrigation in Lower Egypt, and formerly in Upper Egypt. 

Vi. 

The preceding articles have dealt with the 
considerations which sffect the designing of a 
canal project. Afterthe designing comes con- 
straction, aud after construction the use of 
the works to serve the end for which they 
were designed and constructed. To one class 
of engineers the constraction period is the 
only one that is interesting; and, no donbt, 
the satisfaction of seeing an important 
work grow onder one’s hands is a s*lid one. 
Moreover, the “gallery” spplands, and 
honors sre distributed when a work of soffi- 
cient importance to attract the attention of 
the public is successfully brought toa comple. 
tion; and there is gatisfaction also in that, 
though not so solid. All-tho world, for instance, 
has heard of the Assonan dam, though many 
have very inaccurate idess as to whom should 
be given the oredit of the original conception of 
the design and of the actual constraction. But 
the dam is there, whoever fathared it, and it is 
doing its duty, regarding which littla will be 
known by any but those who are specially in- 
terested in Egypt and watch its farther develep- 
ment. Fortunate, indeed, is the engineer whose 
duties comprehend the work of each of the three 
periods of design, construction and administra- 
tion, and who has the estisfaction of converting 
his design into material stroctures, and of 
using them to produce prosperity among the 
people for whose benefit they were designed. 

Already, in the first article, a list has been 
given of the different descriptions of works 
that an irrigation engineer has to design, con- 
stract and aotilise. They are many and various. 
The ordinary principles and meth ds of con- 
struction apply to most of them. But from 
among them there may be selected as belonging 
pecalisrly to the province of the irrigation 
engineer such masonry works as high dams to 
create storage reservoirs, anicots and barrages 
to raise the summer level of rivers, canal head- 
works to control the main supply; also syphons, 

aqneducts, or super-passages, to carry one 
watercoorse past another ; and lastly navigation 
locks. Most of these would have their founda: 
tion level below the lowest water level, and 
would present more or less difficulty of con- 
struction according to the natare of the 
foundation bed and the strength of springs 
over the foundation srea. ‘The ordinary method 
of getting in the foundations is to snrround the 
area of operations by banks to exclude the 
ontside water, and to get rid of the i-side 
water by pomping. The concrete is then laid, 
80 to speak, ‘in the dry,” an expression not 
to be understord literally, as where springs are 
working the concrete may have to. be laid in 
aboot a foot of water. This was the method of 
constraction adopted in the cace of the Aassiout 
barrage, lately built in Upper Egypt simaltane- 
ously with the Assouan dam. The advantage of 
this method over others is that all the work 
done ia in sight at tha time of execntion. But 
it has this disadvantage--that, onless tha 
springs are intelligently and skilfolly treated 
defects in thefloor will be created by the water 
forcing its way either under or through the 
floor. It happens sometimes that the super- 
vising staff has rot :he experience necessary 
: successfally dealing with the springs, bat 
gains it as the work proceeds, so.that the first 
season’s work is not without its mistakes. The 
principle to be observed in dealing with springs 
is that no attempt should be made to atop 
them working until they -have been surrounded 
on all sides by masonry of sofficient strength 
to resist the efforts of the spring to find a 
new outlet through it. If the cement concrete, 
which forms the bottom layer of the foundation 
platform, is advanced from one extremity of 
the work in an even line towards the other, 
the i will form rons for themselves 
through the unset edge of the concrete layer. 
And, as it advances, more and more springs 
will arsert themrelves in the same way, until 
there is a strong outflow alorg the advaneing 
edge of the concrete, dne to the combined 
action of all the springs, except such as have 
forced their way sideways to the margins of 
the concrete layer; where they will continoe 
to work. The cementing material of the con- 
crete will thos be washed away assoon as itis laid 
and rans will be formed under and through the 
foundation platform, which will give trouble 
afterwards. ‘I'he way to avoid this is carefully 
to locate all springs, and, »s the concrete 
advances, to cerry it all roord them, bat not 
over them. As the springs will continue to work, 
their water must: be led awsy in pipes, or chan- 
_ dels of set masonry, over or through the con- 
crete layer, omtil they are completely surroun- 
y maronsy teo strong for them to burst 
threngh. Thev can then be forcibly astopred 
With safety, and they will be powerless to work

A committee has been formed, and a 
meeting is arranged to take place next week 
at Westminster, at which Lord Avebury will 
preside. Amongst those who hava signified 
their intention of being present are the 
Bishop of Southwark, Lord Stanmore, 8ir 
Michael Fcster, Sir Ernest Tritton, M.P., Sir 
John Kennaway, M.P., snd the Rev. Dr. 
Horton, President of the Free Church Council. 
An address expressing the Cesire for a more 
cordial feeling between the two nations hae 
been signed by a num ber of influential gentle- 
men. Similar action taken by public men in 
Germany is being equslly well supported. 


It seems more like centuries than years 
since we have been groaning onder the ‘made 
in Germany,” “made in Holland,” ‘made in 
in Austria” labels. And what was at first a 
fand of jocosity for the self confessedly comic 
pepers has long been diagnored as a grave 
peril to trade, industry, and employment. 
This, then, ig an svspicious moment for the 
birth of that “British-msde League,” to which 
I offer my best wishes for success. The name 
of tha League explains its ideals and activities. 
It is actuated by the large hope of gaining the 
support of so many people aa to enable it to 
“regain employment for the thousands who 
ara now workless, owing to foreign competi- 
tion in articles which could te made at home.” 


Apart from other noses of the Motor-car 
Exhibition jnst opened at Olsmpis, it has 
served once more to emphasise the remarkable 
progression—geometrical rather than arith 
metical—of this great industry. As Mr. Arthor 
Stanley pointed out, the cars now running in 
the United Kingdom represent a value of ome 
fifteen millions sterling, and the prospects for 
the fatare promise a more than proportionate 
increase. ‘I'he motor-car has now served its 
probation, and the time has surely come when 
its interests ahould receive full, if not the first, 
consideration upon our roads and highways.
